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NEWS OR NOT 


The Brother Metz 


Ed P. Metz, breeder and owner of 
Battle Heart, which handed Dark Vintage 
her first defeat in the Princess Pat Stakes, 
stopped in last week, and it didn’t take 
much to get him going about the filly. 

“T knew this filly was a real good one,” 
he said, “and it wasn’t any big surprise 
that she ran so much better in the Prin- 
cess Pat. In the Pollyanna (July 5) she 
never had any place to run. and in the 
Lassie she got hustled too much early. 

“T remember the afternoon of the Polly- 
anna I went into the paddock. and I saw 
this filly that Tennessee Wright had, 
Betsy Birch, standing there in bandages. 
told |C. Norman | Metz’s trainer]. 
‘Il wouldn’t be surprised if that filly causes 
us some trouble today.’ V1ll never make a 
remark like that again. When they came 
out of the gate, Battle Heart started slow, 
but she was saving ground nice along the 
rail. Well, after three-eighths Wright's 
filly started coming back. I guess her 
shins were hurting her. Battle Heart was 
ready to move. but she had horses on the 
right of her. So cur boy had to take up, 
and by the time he got in the clear the 
race was almost over. 

“After that my filly won a non-winners 
of 2 by 6 lengths. and we figured that we 
might take the Lassie with a little better 
luck. Well. this time the boy was so eager 
to stay out of trouble that he started whip- 
ping coming away from the gate. Battle 
Heart’s got a lot of speed. but she’s a 
long-striding filly. She settles down all 
right if you don’t push her. That day she 
had nothing left for the stretch. 

“We put a new boy. Ken Church, up 


for the Princess Pat. and everything 
worked fine. Norman told him not to 


whip her, and to let her get into stride. 
They hadn't gone 50 feet before she was 
running smooth. and when Dark Vintage 
tried her she always had something left. 
And Church never did hit her. I felt pretty 
good when Heckmann told us that Dark 
Vintage was as good as she ever was, but 
just couldn't catch Battle Heart. 

“I don’t know what I'm going to do 
with the filly now. She’s not in any stakes 
for the rest of the year. I could put her 
in the Durazna at Hawthorne. but I think 
Norman’s coming to Churchill Downs and 
I want him to keep her with him. I’ve 
been thinking a little about making her 
a supplementary entry for the Gardenia, 
but haven't decided. 

Ed and his brother. Joe C. Metz. owner 
of Mares Rest Farm. are natives of Cov- 
ington. Ky.. where Ed has been in the 
restaurant and cafe business for many 
years. He bought his first Thoroughbreds 


about 10 years ago, and almost everything 
he has raced has been home-bred. 

He now owns 6 broodmares, which he 
keeps at his 82-acre farm between Walton 
and Florence, 2 small towns just south of 
Covington. “dome pretty good horses bred 
up there.” he said. “Marvin Gaines’ place 
is right next to mine; he bred Smart Phil 
a couple of years ago.” 

Until this year the Metz stable usually 
raced in Kentucky, Ohio, and Michigan. 
Metz owned Dixie Dudley, winner of the 
1956 Western Reserve Handicap, and 
Roman Heart. winner of the 1956 Imp 
Handicap, but Battle Heart is his first 
big winner. 

“Boyd Littrell always has trained for 
me up in Ohio.” Metz said, “and he’s got 
one up at Cleveland for me now. But this 
spring | thought Battle Heart might be 
a good one, so I wanted her to have a 
chance to run for some big money. Nor- 
man took her at Louisville.” 

The success of Battle Heart has helped 
relieve the sting of a setback which Metz 
received about 2 weeks before the Prin- 
cess Pat. Four yearling colts, his entire 
1958 crop, were killed by lightning while 
in a paddock at his farm. He lost Battle 
Heart’s half-brother. by Royal Note, and 
colts by Bolero—Warm Springs, Model 
Cadet—Be Your Self. and Edueation— 
Great Heart. 

Metz’s mares are kept at his farm the 
year around, usually are vanned to central 
Kentucky on the day they are to be bred. 
“lve had pretty good luck with them,” 
he commented. “For the last 2 years I’ve 
got 5 of the 6 mares in foal, and the 
only barren mare is 20 years old.” 

Metz said he had no plans for getting 
into the business on a big scale, but ad- 
mitted he might buy “1 or 2” more mares 
this fall. “I just want about 4 or 5 foals 
a year.” he said. “I don’t have room for 
any more. I'd like to keep Battle Heart 
for a broodmare because you can’t buy 
many mares like that. But I’ve had some 
awful good offers. Joe always says any 
horse he has is for sale. and that’s the way 
I've looked at until now. With a good one 
it’s hard to know which way to go.”

Nearly all the newspaper accounts of 
Bob Green’s resignation as manager of 
Elmendorf Farm and his appointment as 
manager of Greentree Farm that 
Mrs. Green was a sister of Mrs. John 
Gaver, whose husband is general manager 
of Greentree. The reports should have said 
she was a niece of Mrs. Gaver; we well 
knew it, but not well enough, apparently, 
to avoid the same blunder, committed in 
an act of haste.

Molter Planning Ahead 


Cuicaco. “The race Vd like most to 
win with Round Table is the Woodward.” 
said trainer Bill Molter. He made the 
statement 2 days after the world’s only 
working millionaire horse had routed 7 
rivals in the Arlington Handicap. at 1,°: 
miles on the grass. The victory left him 
$73.451 short of Nashua’s record money- 
winning total of $1,288,565. 

“Yes. I think if he won the Woodward 
(at Belmont. September 27) he’d win the 
horse-of-the-year crown.” Molter contin- 
ued. “These grass races are all right, but 
they're kind of ignored when they're pick- 
ing the best horse. And the Woodward 
is weight-for-age. too.” 

Round Table’s itinerary is uncertain. 
Molter said. The stable is thinking of 
the Washington Park Handicap on Labor 
Day. even though Round Table was outrun 
by Swoon’s Son and others in the Equi- 
poise Mile and Molter has said frequently 
that a mile isn’t his charge’s best dis- 
tance. “We'll see how the weights are,” 
Molter said. 

He and owner Travis Kerr definitely 
have these races in mind, besides the 
114-mile Woodward: the United Nations 
Handicap at Atlantic City, September 13, 
1;’; miles on the grass; the 114-mile Haw- 
thorne Gold Cup, October 11; and the 
Washington, D. C.. International, 114-mile 
turf race at Laurel. November 11. Each 
is a $100,000 event. 

“We're definitely thinking of the Inter- 
national, yes indeed,” said Molter. “I’ve 
always told Mr. Kerr that this horse is 
best at 114 miles or more. Yes. we 
may even run in the 2-mile Jockey Club 
Gold Cup (Belmont, October 18).” 

After Round Table’s poor fifth-place 
finish to Swoon’s Son in the Equipoise 
Mile. some observers thought that Round 
Table was going stale. that he needed a 
rest. but Molter did not agree. He thought 
that going from the grass (in the Laurance 
Armour Memorial Handicap) to the dirt 
had perhaps dulled his speed. 

Round Table. under 130 pounds. scored 
one of his easiest victories in the Arling- 
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Round Table won his 12th race of the year August 22, easily turning back 7 
rivals in the Arlington Handicap. Clem (second from left) finished second, 21; 
lengths behind the winner and three-quarters of a length ahead of *St. Vincent. 


ten Handicap. He was a close fourth at 
the outset behind Hoop Band (116), Clem 
(109). and *Meeting (116). Near the far 
turn 2 heads separated Hoop Band, Clem, 
and Round Table. Willie Shoemaker sat 
still on the 9-10 favorite, and approaching 
the stretch bend, Clem began to shorten 
stride. Round Table, on the outside, and 
Hoop Band raced as a team. Near the 
furlong-pole Round Table began to draw 
out. Shoemaker still hadn’t touched him. 
After getting his second wind, Clem came 
again to be second, 214 lengths away from 
the winner. The 7-year-old *St. Vincent 
was a close third. and then came *Jack 
Ketch. Hoop Band, *Clermont, Bernbur- 
coo. and *Meeting. It was the finest field 
of grass runners brought together in Chi- 
cago this season. It was Round Table’s 
seventh start on the grass and seventh 
victory. and his time of 1:5425 was only 
one-fifth removed from the American rec- 
ord set by Mister Gus (118) in this same 


race 2 years ago. 
“Tempest II 


Another 4-year-old Molter’s care, 
Maine Chance Farm’s *Tempest II. 
‘*Court) Martial—Squall. by Umidwar). 
had performed brilliantly 30 minutes ear- 
lier. He toyed with such stakes horses as 


Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Air Pilot and Calu- 
met’s Fabius while taking a mile race 
in 1:35. In his U. S. debut, on August 1. 
“Tempest IL beat a moderate field at 7 
furlongs. 

*Tempest II was one of the better 3- 
year-olds in England a year ago, rated 
ninth at 123 pounds in the English Free 
Handicap. The leader was Crepello with 
133, followed by Ballymoss at 128. 
*Tempest Il was a good fourth to Bally- 
moss in the St. Leger and in the St. James 
Palace Stakes, at one mile, he was beaten 
a head by Chevastrid while giving that 
horse 7 pounds. 

“I like him.” Molter said.. “He could 
be a really good one. “We're thinking 
ef running him in the Washington Park 
Handicap.” 

After his first appearance in Chicago, 
such a knowledgeable horseman as Wil- 
liam J. Schmidt said *Tempest IL could be 
“the best horse in America.” 

“Mrs. Graham sent him out to me dur- 
ing the Hollywood Park meeting.”

FLORIDA 
Gulfstream's New Turf 


Miami. A_ blue land scurried 
across the floor of the deserted Gulfstream 
Park club house and started clawing at 
the wall beneath the $2 double windows. 
Finding no action there. he backed off 
and headed for the parking lot. 

If it was real action he wanted, he 
should have gone into the Gulfstream in- 
field where dozen-odd construction 
machines were tugging and hauling in a 
concerted effort to complete the track’s 
new turf course by November 15. 

Jimmy Donn Jr.. vice president of Gulf- 
stream, is in charge of the program. 

“Several of us kicked the idea of a turf 
course around for 5 or 6 years.” he said, 
“but for one reason and another we never 
got around to it until this year. 

“Its a big job but itll be ready by the 
middle of November. It ll have to be — 
that’s when the horses start coming in.” 

One of the unexpected problems was 
the amount of marl in the infield. When 
the construction started digging 
down to solid rock they expected no more 
than 1-to-3 feet of marl; in some places 
they found the marl going down 12 feet. 

After the marl rock

is removed. solid 


will be added to the bedrock base to with- 
in a foot of the finished grade. Then 
comes a foot of marl for cushion and the 
grass itself. 

The grass will be hybrid tuft Bermuda. 
never before used on a turf course. Donn 
Gescribed the grass as dark green and 
hardy. and he said it could be kept closely 
cropped and had a fast recovery rate. 

“We did a great deal of research be- 
fore choosing the grass.” he said. “We 
checked with agricultural experiment sta- 
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ticns in Florida and Georgia. and this hy- 
brid tuft looks like our best bet.” 

There will be a 10-foot strip between 
the main course and the grass. for judges’ 
stands. This strip also will be utilized 
for drainage pipe. which will run under 
the grass course and empty into the infield 
lake. 

This will be the first time the dirt 
course has had drainage. and Donn said 
the track would dry out much faster than 
in the past. 

The turf course will have a complete ir- 
rigation system. running the length of the 
oval along the inner rail. 

The lake. which covered 26 acres and 
was about 3 feet deep before construction 
began. will cover 16 acres and will be ap- 
proximately 30 feet deep when the turf 
course is completed. 

The turf track will be 80 feet wide. with 
a 40-foot. sloping safety strip between the 
inner rail and the lake. 

Work is being done by Fred W. Hoop- 


construction company. Hooper, a 
resident of Coral Gables and a_ noted 
horse owner. was a_ logical choice for 
the job. 


Construction began May 1. with men 
and machines working a 20-hour day. 6 
days per week much of the time. 

Donn took a walk amid the construc- 
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tien and banged his heel down on a wide 
strip of packed rock now ready for the 
addition of marl and planting of grass. 

“It’s been packed and packed.” he said. 
“We're positive it will never settle.” 

Donn plans to run 5 grass races each 
week and he is figuring on a $25.000 
grass stakes and one other stakes of lesser 
importance. 

“We're building this course because we 
believe the public enjoys grass racing.” he 
said. “Its a good change of pace. and 
siudies show that people bet) more on 
turf races. 

“Another obvious factor is that we're 
extending the turf season in Florida from 
40 days (at Hialeah) to 83 days. and we 
believe we can keep grass horses down 
here and perhaps induce some turf stables 
to come to Florida that might not other- 
wise come down.” 

In addition to the building of a turf 
course, the Gulfstream management is ex- 
panding and paving its parking areas and 
putting in a drainage system there. Forty 
acres will be paved and drained. 

The track owns 10 undeveloped acres. 
behind the stable area and across a canal. 
which will be used either for additional 
parking or for a trailer park for trainers. 

The cost for all the construction — is 
$300.090: Donn was unable to break down 
tlie precise cost of the turf course. 

Jimmy. son of track president James 
Donn Sr.. has belied the usual evils, of 
nepotism. He is at the track at 9 a.m. 
every morning. year round. and he knows 
his job. 

He has been around the track ever 
since his father moved into Gulfstream in 
1944 as head of the syndicate which reac- 
tivated the track. He has worked full 
time at Gulfstream for the past 3 years.

CALIFORNIA 
A Walk-Up Gate 


De Mar. What may be the starting 
gate of the future—a gate that com- 
bines the old walk-up start with the pres- 
ent electrically operated stalls — has been 
unveiled here by Lou Caulk. a 38-year-old. 
6-foot-3 Pasadenan who saw considerable 
action as a pilot in the 8th Air Force. 

The gate — or rather. a working model 
of the gate—met with an enthusiastic 
reception from horsemen. Jockey Johnny 
Lengden joined a crowd on the backstretch 
watching the gate operate. then reportedly 
asked Caulk to use his (Longden’s) name 
on the gate. 

Instead. Caulk. who will be president 
of the new company when the gate goes 
into manufacture. has selected the name 
ef The In-Motion Starting Gate Company. 

The gate is the invention of Dan 
Georgette. of Los Angeles. who may add 
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Leu Caulk demonstrates 2 models of a new walk-up starting gate. The stalls 
are suspended from rails at the top of the gate, allowing a maximum walk-up 


of 25 feet. 


there are no overhanging bars to cast 


a few refinements before the thing goes 
into production. 

One big feature of Georgette’s brain- 
child is that the stalls. suspended from 
overhead rails along the sides of the gate. 
move with the horses. 

Traveling at walk-up speed. the stalls 
can be in motion for a maximum of 25 
feet. At any moment the starter thinks 
the field is properly in line. he may let 
the horses go. Caulk points out the 
starter may ring the bell after the stalls 
have moved 10 feet: or he may let them 
go when they have “walked” 20 feet. 

“What happens.” he was asked. “if the 
gate goes the full 25 feet and still no 
start has been effected?” 

“The gate comes to a stop. the starter 
waits until the field is properly in line. 
then lets “em go. That’s the worst that 
could happen.” Caulk said. “and you'd 
have a standing start from the gate. as you 
do at present.” 

Caulk’s idea. and the opinion is shared 
by many horsemen. is that a walk-up start 
would avoid many of the injuries suffered 
hy Thoroughbreds at the present time. The 
in-Motion gate. he would enable 
horses to break more naturally. 

Caulk believes the gate (which would 
not be much larger than the present gate) 
can be manufactured at a cost of $75.000. 
His plan is to sell stock to horsemen. 
inasmuch as he wants their support behind 
the gate. 

At present. Caulk is employed in the 
missile-products division of the Fruehauf

The gate. he says. will be ready to go 


The smaller model. a refined version, has its stalls extended, so that 


shadows on the racing surface. 
into construction in about 3 months. and 
will take another 3 months to build. He’d 
like to place it at some track as an 
auxiliary gate. so that horsemen can test 
iis merit for themselves. 


One of these days Thoroughbred racing 
will have a gate that gives horses a walk- 
up start. All signs, and all talk of horse- 
men. points to something in that direction. 
The In-Motion gate could be the answer.
